The Ambassador began by expressing his regrets at the nows 
of the death of Mr. Vinogradov, the Soviet Ambassador in Unive, 
which had occurred during his absence on leave. He then went on 
to the question of Jordan, expressing HMG's serious concer at the 
situation in this country. If the worsé came to the worst such a 
situation might lead to Jordan withdrawing her agreement to 
participate in the Middle “ast talks under Jarring, which would 
lead to the collapse of tne negotiations as a whole. In particular, 
HMG was worried by reports that the Iraygi government had threatened 
military intervention in certain circumstances. We had heard tnese 
reports from the Jordanian Government and from Baghdad Radio. Hic 
was well aware of the difficulties: Iraq, for its part, nad refused 
to accept the Security Council Resolution of November 1987 and 
committed itself to all-out support for the Fedayeen. τ 
nevertheless noped that the Soviet Government would be ready to use 
its influence with the Iragis to restrain them from any danserous 
and irresponsible behaviour. 
2, Mr. Vinogradov said that the Soviet Government also recsarded 
the Jordan situation as troublesome, though at present it was 
difficult to identify the origins of these problems. ἴθ Soviet 
Government was particularly preoccupied because such a course of 
events did not create favourable conditions for the Jarring liission. 
Such feuds were bad not only for the common Arab cause, but also for 
the task of the our Powers, in their attempts to establish peace 
in the Widdle fast. Nevertheless, he nad now heard that negotiations 
between the Jordanians and Iragis were in progress and that the Arab 
League was meeting in Cairo. The Jordanian Government had not 
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approached the Soviet Union with any request for help: the Jordanians 
had merely informed the Soviet Government of what was happening. He 
had asked the U.S. Ambassador a day or two before what anproach the 
Jordanians had made to them and Mr. Beam had confirmed that they too 
were merely being kept informed. The Arab League mecting was a 
positive factor and on the whole events in Jordan appeared to be 
calmer than a few days ago. For anyone to take action, there must 
first be a request: otherwise one might be accused of interference, 
The Soviet Government, after all, did not know the terms of the 
agreement between the Jordanians and the Iraqis dealing with the 
Iragi military presence in Jordan.

Haddad belonged to the elite 
Harrakiin group, which at that 
lime looked ἰὸ esident 
Nasser. In the years since the 
June war, Presiient Nasser 
grew understandably worried at 
the extremists’ culi of a Mao- 
Guevara lIeftism and switched 
his support to the Fatah, whose 
leader, Yasir Arafat, had spent 
most of his life in Egypt. 

Haddad, like Habbash, is a 
single-minded fanatic. He is an 
ascetic character, scrupulously 
honest. Indeed, one of the 
attractions of the P.F.L.P. to 
young Arabs is thar it offers 
nothing but blood, tears and 
sweat. It is not contaminated by 
the rivalries—or by the cash— 
of Arab governments, lis mem- 
bers know that they are oul 
laws, and like the nineteenih- 
century Russian anarchists 
derive an almost mystical sitis- 
faction from knowing that they 
are a small bund cut off from 
the world, obcying rules and 
standards of their own making.
